Hospital,  Driffield,  and  at  the  General  YiTards  of  the  Avenue  Hospital, 
Bridlington,  and  the  Bempton  Lane ; Hospital,  Bridlington, 

There  has  Been  no  change  in  lahoratoiy  facilities,  nor  in  your 
Public  Health  staff. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Hull,  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Greening,  imdertakes  bacteriological  investigations  in  matters  of 
public  health  (such  as  water  and  milk  sarr^ling),  and  also  in  diseases 
(such  as  the  enteric  group)  v/hich  are  closely  linked  v/ith  public  sanitaiaoru 

Laboratory  work  on  diseases  of  non-public  health  interest  is 
done  by  the  Pathologist  at  Westwood  Hospital,  Beverley,  and  by  the 
Pathologist  at  Scarborough  Hospital,

Sewage  works  have  heen  completed  at  Burton  Fleming,  to  deal  with 
the  sevra.ge  from  the  Council  Houses. 

The  sewage  scheme  for  Flanhorough  Lighthouse  area  has  again  heen 
postponed,  however,  permission  to  proceed  with  it  is  promised  in  September, 

1951. 

(lO)  COLLECTION  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE,  OTHER  THAN  MGHTSOIL 


The  rare  of  collection  has  heen  raised  from  a quarterly  collection 
to  a five  weekly  collection  in  15  villages. 

Hunmanhy  and  Flamhorough  villages  continue  to  have  a weekly 
collection  of  night soil  and  a fortnightly  collection  of  house  refuse* 

It  would  he  desirable  to  provide  all  the  villages  iivith  a collection 
service  equal  to  that  viiich  Flamhorough  and  Hunmanhy  ergoy.  Nothing  hut  the 
certainty  of  a spuhstantial  increase  in  the  already  heavy  rates  prevents  this 
being  done. 
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The  truth  is  that  the  heavy  financial  demands  of  the  County  Comcil 
leaves  little  scope  to  small  local  authorities  to  improve  their  services# 

The  financial  orange  is  almost  squeezed  dry  "before  it  is  handed  to  your 
Council.

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Eighth  Annual  Report  on 
the  sanitary  and  other  work  carried  out  by  your  Sanitaiy  Inspector  during 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1950* 

The  total  niimber  of  inspections  carried  out  during  the  year, 
for  all  purposes  was  1,949* 

(l)  HOUSING  ACTS 


IXiring  the  year  77  inspections  vrere  made  in  connection  with  the 
Sousing  Survey  and  housing  repairs  generally,  and  notices  v/ere  served  in 
27  cases,  such  notices  being  informal  notices*  In  25  cases,  repairs  were 
Carried  out  before  the  end  of  the  year* 

Difficulty  was  still  experienced  in  getting  repairs  carried  out 
to  houses,  owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour  and  materials,  and  the  high 
cost  of  same. 

(2)  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS 

During  the  year,  132  complaints  and  nuisances  were  dealt  v/ith, 
necessitating  the  making  of  174  visits  of  inspection.  Notices  were 
served  where  found  necessary.

(4)  MEAT  AIU3  FOOD  INSPECTION 


As  in  previous  years,  the  slaughtering  of  animals  for  human 
consumption  "was  carried  out  at  the  Central  Slaughterhouse,  situate  in  the 
Borough  of  Bridlington,  and  the  inspection  of  the  carcases  v/as  undertaken 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  Bridlington  Corporation. 
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This  arrangement,  however,  has  not  done  away  mth  the  supeivision 
of  meat  and  food  shops,  and  131  inspections  were  carried  out  in  this 
connection.  As  a result,  it  v/as  necessary  to  condeon  10  tins  cf  milk,  6 tins 
of  beans,  5 tins  of  fish  and  28  lbs  of  tinned  apples, 

(5)  fHOPS  ACTS 


Most  of  the  shops  in  the  area  are  run  by  owner- occupiers,  and 
have  sufficient  and  satisfactory  sanitary  accommodation. 

The  larger  shops  are  visited  periodically  and  57  visits  and 
inspections  were  made  during  the  year  to  ascertain  the  adequacy  and  condition 
of  the  sanitary  accommodation* 

(6)  FACTORIES  AM)  TOEKSHOFS 


There  arc  48  factories  and  workshops  on  the  Register,  and  75 
inspections  were  made  during  the  year.  Infringements  of  the  Acts  and 
Regulations  were  dealt  with  in  conjunction  with  the  Ministry’s  Factories 
Inspector. 

(7)  SCAVENGING 

The  Parishes  of  Flamborough  and  Hunmanby  continue  to  have  a iSBekly 
collection  of  nightsoil  and  fortnightly  collections  of  house  refuse.  In 
the  remaining  15  Parishes,  the  collection  of  tins  &c»  has  been  speeded  up 
and  a five  weekly  collection  is  now  carried  out.  This  iirork  is  carried  out 
by  direct  labour,  using  the  Council's  two  lorries.  Very  little  trouble  has 
been  encountered,  and  187  visits  and  inspections  have  been  carrued  out  in 
connection  with  this  work. 

The  house  refuse  and  tins  are  disposed  cf  by  tipping,  and  as  far 
as  possible  with  the  labour  available,  control  of  the  tips  is  being  main- 
tained. The  nightsoil  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  same  on  to  agricultural 
land,  for  ploughing  in  and  we  have  experienced  no  difficulty  in  disposing 
of  the  nightsoil. 

(8)  SUPERVISION  OF  SEWAGE  WORKS  AND  DEikINAGE 

During  the  year  I67  visits  and  inspections  were  made  and  no  major 
difficulties  have  been  encountered. 

The  work  of  sewage  works  maintenance  increases  each  year,  as  new 
v/orks  are  erected.  Sewage  works  are  no\7  in  operation  in  the  parishes  of 
Hunmanby,  Flamborough,  Bempton,  Burton  Fleming  and  Reighton,  and  all  these 
works  have  regular  attention  to  ensure  ft  a^tmsfactory  effluent. 

Again  a vast  amoimt  of  work  has  been  carried  out  with  regard  to 
the  cleansing  and  maintenance  of  sewer  dykes  throughout  the  district. 

(9)  IMTEOriOUS  DISEASES 


Visits  v/ere  made  in  respect  of  foiir  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  which 
oocured  during  the  year.  Instructions  were  given  in  all  cases,  and 
thorough  disinfection  of  the  houses  was  carried  out. 

(10)  FOOD  im  DRUGS  aCT  1958  - Section  14 

There  are  now  48  premises  registered  for  the  sale,  storage  and/ 
or  manufacture  of  Ice-cream  or  preserved  food.  Frequent  inspections  are 
made  of  the  premises,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  any  advice  given  cr 
recorar.'iendations  made  to  the  owners  of  the  premises  is  always  well  received 
in  order  to  irrprove  the  standard  of  cleanliness. 
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(ll)  RODENT  COMROL 


In  addition  to  ordinary  enquiries  made  during  routine  visits,  65 
visits  and  inspections  were  made  during  the  year,  and  -where  neoessary 
poisoning  was  carried  out.  There  has  been  no  incidence  of  any  major  in- 
festation. 


The  refuse  tips  and  seivage  -vrorks  under  the  control  of  the  Council 
were  treated  as  required, 

(12)  SUPERVISION  AND  milTENANCE  OF  COUNCIL  HOUSES 


The  inspection  of  Council  Houses  for  repairs  and  maintenance  has 
taken  up  a considerable  amoimt  of  time  during  the  past  year,  and  once 
again  a large  amount  of  work  has  been  carrded  out. 

In  this  connection  I would  especially  like  to  thank  the  Rating 
Officer  and  Collector  (]\lr,  H.A.  Woodhead)  and  his  staff  for  their  co- 
operation.

There  are  19  camps  in  the  area  which  are  licensed  under  Section 
269  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936.  These  camps  stretch  from  the  extreme 
North  to  the  extreme  South  of  the  Rural  District,  along  the  coastline,  and 
owing  to  the  distance  to  be  travelled  it  is  very  difficult  to  -visit  the 
camps  as  often  as  is  desirable. 

Nevertheless  183  visits  and  inspections  were  made  to  ascertain 
the  sanitary  and  other  conditions  at  the  camps,  and  in  most  cases  the 
owners  were  found  to  be  veiy  willing  to  co-operate,
